a. The chief of the plant until very recently wes an SED member and
had resiied in Russia. An erticle appeared in the newspapers whioch took
the factory to task for not having fulfilled its plan. Shortly there-
after the chief disappeared.

b. The technical chief is Frommholt (fnu), a eelf-taught specialist 3n
Geiger counters. He has & research leboratory in Radebeul, where he
competes, in a scnse, with Frof. Paul Goerlich, Frommholt ordered about
300 counting tubes of various sizes from the VLB Carl Zeiss, Yens,
branch plant in Dresden-Reick. In December, 1954 the Ministry for
Machine Construction expedited the delivery of the tubes which were to
be used in Geiger counters that were to be exportecd to the USSR. It
was hoped that if the delivery datcs were kept, mors orders would be
forthecoming.,

VEB Welta-Kamera-Werke Ireital ‘near' Dresden; This plant, which cmploys
about 300 persons,has a sub-plant in Tharant. The chief is Skulauthe (fnu).
The plant produces a variety of small cameras, iie. the Weltax, VWeltina,

and the Reflector, & reflex camera. The lens used is a standard 1:12.9
produced by Optisches Werk Lrnst Ludwig, Weixdorf near Dresden.
